And What Have You

Our congratulations go to Rob­ 
ert Bolden for a superb performance 
in Lubbock Saturday to win all three 
events in whic h he w as ente red. And, 
he won all three in such a manner 
that he has a good chance to do the 
same at state. 
Like at the district meet, the 
three wins gave him the individual 
high for the regional meet. 
Another 9.5 hundred at state 
will give him the state record in the 
Class AA hundred and he only needs 
to cut . 2 off of his 220 time to tie 
this record. Itwilltake quite a jump 
as it would have to be 17 inches long­ 
er than his jump at regional. 
With track records being bro­ 
ken almost every year, we were sur­ 
prised to learn that Mike McClellen 
of Stamford still holds the record in 
the broad jump. His record in the 
IOO did not last too long as the time 
in this event just seems to get faster 
and faster. 
Coach Larry Butler, when 
asked what effect the synthetic track 
would have, just said it is fast. So 
with a little luck Bolden should be 
able to have a real good day at Aus­ 
tin May 8. 


Although there are no contested 
races in the Democratic Primary 
Saturday and fewer than usual at the 
state level we hope that every qual­ 
ified voter in the area will take the 
time to vote. While the races may 
be few in number, those that are on 
the ballot are important enough to 
warrant your taking time to vote. 
There are two important dis­ 
trict races; one for state represen­ 
tative and the other for Court of Civil 
Appeals, lith Supreme Judicial Dis­ 
trict. 
The first one is for District 
62, Place I, Jones and Taylor Coun­ 
ties, and has Grant Jones being con­ 
tested for re-election by Joe Her­ 
nandez. Since Grant Jones seems to 
be doing a good job for us in Austin 
and is highly thought of by those we 
have talked with who have served 
withhim; we would urge his re-elec­ 
tion. 
In the second district race, the 
one for Court of Civil Appeals, Roger 
Q. Garrett and Austin McCloud are 
running against each other. While 
we sometimes doubt the wisdom of 
electing judges, we notice on the 
national level there seems to be 
some problem with appointing them 
too. We will go along with McCloud 
in this race because he seems to be 
highly recommended by his fellow 
lawyers and is also recommended by 
a friend of ours, Colorado City pub­ 
lisher, Joe Bell. McCloud is from 
Colorado City. 
On the state level—it is highly 
unusual for there not to be a race 
for governor in the democratic pri­ 
mary but this year Preston Smith is 
unopposed. 
Probably the only race in the 
state causing any noise at ail is the 
one between Ralph Yarborough and 
Lloyd Bentsen for U. S. Senator. 
Since we have never found any reason 
to support Yarborough we can see 
no reason to do so this year. Some­ 
how he always seems to be com­ 
pletely out of step with most of the 
elected officials of the state. We did 
care for his endoresement of the 
Vietnam moratorium, his vote on the 
two Supreme Court nominations, and 
his great willingness to find more 
and more ways to spend our tax 
money. 
We recommend the re-election 
of Crawford Martin for Attorney 
General and Ben Ramsey for Rail­ 
road Commissioner. But we some­ 
how feel that maybe Jerry Sadler has 
been in office too long. Bob Arm­ 
strong seems to be making the best 
race for this post. 
Because we have met the man 
and were highly impressed and be­ 
cause he also has the backing of his 
editor and the state bar association 
we are supporting Truman Roberts 
for the Court of Criminal Appeals.
